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The President announced today that he intends to nominate David Hossein Safavian, of 
Michigan, to be Administrator for Federal Procurement Policy, Office of Management and 
Budget, Executive Office of the President.  Mr. Safavian currently serves as Chief of Staff for 
the General Services Administration in Washington, D.C.  Prior to this position he served as 
Chief of Staff for Congressman Chris Cannon.  Earlier in his career, Mr. Safavian served as a 
Shareholder and Managing Partner for Janus-Merritt Strategies, L.L.C. and as an Associate 
Attorney for Preston, Gates and Ellis in Washington, D.C.  He earned his bachelor's degree from 
St. Louis University, his J.D. from the Detroit College of Law, and his LLM from the 
Georgetown University Law Center.
